W. I. Bu­ 
chanan of the United States delega 
tlon afforded a means whereby both 
Ecuador and Chile might adhere to 
The Hague convention, proposing that 
the minutes of th e two sessions show- 
tng the feelings of Chile with regard 
to arbitration should form part las 
annexes) of the protocol whereby the 
nations represented at the conference 
express their acceptance of The Hague 
convention 
Cordial relations between the Chil­ 
eans ami the Mexican* have he**n re­ 
stored and the Incident 
has 
been 
denied satisfactorily to all cancerard. 
Emilio 
Ilcllor odre I do. minister 
of 
Chile In Mexico and delegate of his 
country to the Pan-American confer­ 
ence. said to the Associated Press 
correspondent: 
•’The Chilean delegates are satisfied 
with the result of the arbitration ques­ 
tion in the conference because they 
maintained in a long debate th at the 
conference ought to declare Itself In 
favor of The Hague convention inas­ 
much as the acceptance of that con­ 
vention commanded 
the 
unanimous 
approval of the republics of America. 
The motion of Mr. Buchanan implies 
immediate action upon the part of th e 
conference in th a t tense and that ac­ 
tion will he common tented 
by the 
president of th e conference to the de­ 
partment of foreign relations as a 
forma! expression of the sentim ents 
of the república of America on the 
subject 
of 
arbitration.

only 
treaty to which the congress has given 
its solemn sanction after a long de­ 
bate is that whereby the nations rep­ 
resented at the conference accept The 
Hague convention, an act which will 
coftimand the- approval of the entire 
world."
